Tho Coiuiug Selection. 

In n fow dnvB this Island will bo 
required to select throo representa- 
tives to send to tho Legislature- of tho 
United Colonies, and novor was tboro 
an occasion in tho history of tho 
Colony requiring tho oxorciso of 
aoundor discrimination and judgment 
in tho uho mado of tho franehiso. To 
oontinuo bewailing tho loss of ropro- 
sontativo privileges is trifling timo. 
All tho throateniogs and railings of 
tho domngoguos, who ia thoir blin'l 
thirst for groator power, boroft thorns 
solves of all voice in tho Govornmont 
of tho country, and thus foil into a pit 
of thoir own digging, aro inoro bags 
of wind, iho oonvulsivo writhings of 
ambitious, but shallow and disordered 
minds in tho throos of political dieso* 
lution ; and tho present constitution, 
that thoy havo boon instrumental in 
saddling upon us,'is as likoly to bo 
amended at thoir dictum as llor Ma- 
jesty's Govornmont is to accodo to 
tho prayer of tho potition passod at 
tho Annexation Mooting (had that 
document ovor scon tbo light.) Wo 
may doploro tho faot that but thrco 
popular members aro to bo sent from 
this Island to represent our interests 
in a Logislaturo that can bo virtually 
controlled by tho Government, and wo 
may bJamo Govornor Seymour tor not 
throwing opon a larger proportion of 
tho eloctivo mombors to popular choioo, 
but tho power is in his hands, and ho 
has a right to oxorciso it if his judg- 
ment, or tho counsol of his advisers so 
directs him. Tboro aro somo — for-, 
tunately for tho community thoy aro 
a small and insignificant class — who 
aro so devoid of all manly attributes 
as to adviso tho Eloctors to disfran- 
chise thomsolves by ignoring tho 
modicum of roprosontation left to 
thorn; in other words, to "sit still 
whilo thoir throats aro cut." Such 
cowardly and despioublo sontimonts 
doBervo tho execration of all right- 
thinking and woll-disposod mon, and 
wo rejoico to soo that tho community 
is already alivo to tho nocessity of 
making an oarly and judicious soloc- 
tion of tho mon in whom it is to re- 
pose so important a trust. Tho right 
of voto reservod by tho Executive is 
a moro bugboar. It has previously 
existod in British Columbia, but as 
stated by Govornor Seymour, in his 
dospatchto Mr Cardwoll, it will not bo 
mado ubo of oxcopt undor peculiar 
circumstances. British Columbia has 
alroady returnod at loast throo popu- 
lar mombors who will act indopon- 
dontly in tho Council, and who aro 
not unfavorable to Victoria interests, 
whilo the Governor has yet to select 
livo representatives from those gen- 
tlemen holding commissions of tho 
Poaco on this Island, to fill up the 
representative list, and to suppose 
that thuso fivo ollicial nominees, them- 
selves possessing large landod inter- 
ests in tho Colony, will be menial 
onough to become inoro puppets in 
tho bauds of the Excutivo, is an insult 
to thoir common sense and intelli- 
gence. We do not fear but that this 
section of tho Colony will bo well 
oared for in the coming session of the 
United Legislature despite the seem- 
ing disadvantage under which wo are 
placed. All that remains for us to

DELAYED DESPATCHES, 

Washington, Nov. l!G. — Nothing definite 
baa yet beoa roceivod from tbo British 
Government in relation (o claims for indem- 
nity growing out of depredations commiltod 
on our commerce by tho Alabama and other 
rebel privateers. Correspondence is still in 
progress between the two Governments. 
Tho present British minister, however, shows 
a better disposition than tho former ono iu 
tho consideration of this important subject. 

Nbw Yokk, Nov. 20 — Kooent news from 
Hound has caused great excitement nt tho 
headquarters of Jus. Stephens ID this city, and 
tho offices aro now thronged f'ora morning 
to midnight. Stephens disappeared a few 
days sincu and is not expected to show 
himself again. It is claimed that raonoy, 
arms, and ammunition are coming in, and 
that tho California Poniaus have pledged 
510,000. 

A Montreal telegram says tho Canadian 
authorities have nad information that 
Stephens is not en routo for Ireland, but is 
organizing an expedition against Canada. 
Troops havo been ordered to garrison Fort 
Erie and all othor exposed points. 

Chicago, Nov, 27. — The seoond steamship 
of the now liuo between San Francisco and 
China will be launched in a few wookb, and 
two others of equal dimensions will be built 
us soon as possiblo. 

Two lawsuits havo boon commencod In 
tho Supremo Court against General Butler 
in which John Losler, resident of tho city, 
charges him with false imprisonment and 
with the fraudulent confiscation of property ; 
damages levied at SuO.OOO, Lester, it will 
be remombored, reeoivod a pass from Secre- 
tary Stanlon to bring his family from the 
South during the lata war. 

New York, Nov. 26. — Money is a shade 
easier. Stocks show a general advance. 
Government securities aro higher, with 
increased business. Flour 15 to 25 cents 
lower.

parsons in the prooession. Nearly all trades 
anil societies were out in lull foroo, and 
marched tu tho pluce of meeting, It was by 
fur tho largest and most important affair of 
tho kind which has eve.- taken place in the 
oountry, 



The " Evening Star" Disaster, 

flalf tho horrors attendant upon the loss of 
tho steamship Evening Star will nevor bo 
published, Hero is a chapter, furnished by 
the second mate, which convoys a faint idea 
of tho awful seeno which took plaso. Tho 
second mato left tho wreck in a boat contain- 
ing tho Captain, and twenty-one men and 
women. Tho boat was capsized eight times 
and all but nino of the people on board wore 
lost. They finally got out of the trough of 
the sea. A correspondent of the j\ t . Y- 
Herald coccludos the affecting narrative: — 

Before coming in sight of land ono man 
and ono woman died, and were thrown over» 
board. The rest of tho man and one lady 
bacamo insane, from thirst aud hunger, and 
jumped overbourd. This left tho Mato and 
two yonng women, Miss Rosa Howard and 
Miss Annie Norton. They knew, on tho 
night of the 8th, that they were near a port, 
from the feeble glimmering of the ship's lan- 
tern, which is allowed to disgraco this light- 
houso ; but the ladies were nearly insensible. 
Fortunately a slighl rain came on at dark, 
and Mr Goldie wrung a small quantity of 
water into their mouths, obtained by spread- 
ing a small piece o( petticoat on the after 
thwarts. This greatly revived them aDd re- 
opened their stiffened jaws. They were sit- 
ting in the bottom of the boat, quietly, their 
hands clasped on his knee", when iho boat 
entered the breakers, ho Btoorin g with the 
piece of board . 

The boat passed through two breakers 
successfully, but capsized in the third, in 
water so shallow that Goldio's foot touched 
bottom at once. He reached shore quickly, 
shouted to his companions and went into the 
surf as lar as the undertow would permit, 
but neither saw nor heard them again. Thoy 
undoubtedly, in their enfeebled condition, 
lor six day without fund or water, other than 
ono small fish, and the rain of Monday oven* 
ing — almost without clothing — exposed to an 
almost tropical_sun — were drowned at once. 
Thoy could not make the one small effort 
that would havo Clowned their heroic endur- 
ance with success. Tho body of Miss Annie 
Norton (printed Addiw in tho list ol passen- 
gers) was found, and buried next morning 
above high water mark. Miss Ro»a How- 
ard's body (thero is no Rosa Howard, but 
Rosa Burns, in tho same list) was found tho 
same evening by two fishermen; but their 
cowardly dread would not permit them to 
touch it. It was again seon by a littlo boy, 
who was unable to move it out of the surf. 

Tho courage, patience, obedience of direc- 
tions, heroic, quiot endurance of thirst and 
hunger and of an almost tropical sun, oT nil 
the ladies is spoken of by Mr Goldio as being 
beyond praise ; but .Miss Howard (who had 
but a chemise, with her name on its front) 
and Miss Norton (who had, in addition to 
that garment, a sort of worsted sack, trimmed 
with dark trimming, mado to be worn with a 
belt,) who survived the rest ol the passeo- 
gors, were brine, gentle, lady-like, uncom- 
plaining, able to obey directions, desirous of 
assisting themselves and others to the nt- 
most — they were heroines. That they should 
have failed at tho last moment, after such 
heroic struggles, is sad to think of. They 
needed but the steel like muscles of Ihr 
officer to have secured success, .Miss Norton 
was ubout twenty years of age, quite tall, 
with dark hair. Miss Howard, on the con- 
trary, was nol above five foot ono and a ball 
or two inches, and sixteen or seventeen years 
of age ; botti remarkably line looking women 
the hair uf the latter was also dark. The 
ast named lady was Irom the city of Now 
| York. 

My boatmen found the remains this after- 
noon. The sharks, shown by the marks of 
the teeth on the bones, had destroyed most 
ol ihe body. It was that of a rather small 
female; a nearly entire foot was delicately 
and beautifully formed, and had always been 
encased in a light shoe. J buried the re- 
mains in the enclosed lot appropriated to 
soldiers and sailors who perished in the late 
war. 

Conspiracy against the Life oi 
Napoleon. 

The Berlin correspondent of the London 
Times, undor date of November 8lh, says: 
'Wo ail remember those days of anxiety in I ho 
begiuiog ol July, when the Emperor Na- 
poleon, having been appealed to bj a de- 
feated Kaiser, hesitated as to the course he 
should pursue. We all lelt it a great relief 
when, determining for neutrality, he promo- 
ted the speedy restoration ot peace, instead 
of plunging Europe into a prolonged war, as 
he was requested. His motive has since 
been candidly explained by himself, and 
its wisdom and sagacity universally ap- 
preciated. I do not apprehend it will prej- 
udice his Majesty in the oppinton of tho 
world when 1 say thai, in addition to the 
more public and political reasons which 
actuated him uu that momorublo occasion, 
ho was influenced by a piece of privatu anil 
highly interesting intelligence communicated 
to bim about that time. On tho 0th of July, 
the Grand Duke of Saxe Weimar wus in a 
position to adviso Napoleon III of tbo exis- 
tanco of an Italian conspiracy, consisting of n 
number ol young men who had sworn to take 
his tile wire the recovery of Venice prevent- 
ed by his interference. The investigations

THE Board ok Education had an audionce 
by appointment with Iiis Excellency on 
Suturduy, nt noon, and wore graciously ro- 
ccivod. Tliu items submitted lo His Excel- 
lency's consideration were: The uocorlain 
position ol tiie teachers and tlio urgoncy of 
settling the same ; the strong public feeling 
in lavor of Free Education ; tha moderate 
annual expenditure, per head for tho education 
of 440 scholars, compared with that in San 
Francisco for more than 10,000; and the claims 
of tho Hoard to the property bclouging to the 
schools in tho public reserves. His Excel- 
lency, in reply, declared himself favorable to 
" Freo Education in tho abstract" ; ho 
wouid give a written answer to the 
Board iu a few days, but said that his 
intention was to rofer tho financial 
question to the Legislative Council, 
which would meet in tho course of two or 
threo weeks. It was observed that tho whole 
question was in a nutshell' — namoly, whether 
tho teachers should bo paid mid Free Edu- 
cation continued, or whether the whole sys- 
tem should be stopped ; as also that although 
Gov. Kennedy had notified that he would 
guarantee no payments for education, he had 
loft the establishment standing, and nobody 
had been dismissed ; whereas tho reverse had 
been tho case with other departments. His 
Excellency did not contradict theso obser- 
vations, and the Board withdrow. Wo are 
glad to perceive from the result of this 
interview that Mr Seymour is in favor of 
Froo Education. 

Converts to Catholicism. — A recent con. 
vert, writing to tho Weekly Reguter, gives 
the following statistics of conversions which 
bo now says are going on from tho Anglican 
to tho Roman Church : — "At the church in 
Farm-stroct the average for tho last four 
years has been one convert n week received 
into tho church. At Dr Manning's former 
church, at Bays wo tor, the nvorago is about 
three in a fortnight ; at tho Oratory, two a 
week ; al Islington, one in the fortnight ; nt 
tho Carmelites' Church in Kensington, about 
ono a week; ut Kingsland Chapel, near 
Stoke Newinjrton, t*o a week ; and at 
Upper Ogle.streot, Marylehone-road (near 
tho famous St. -Mary Magdalene's, high 
church, of Mr Stuart), Ihere nro never less 
than liva or six I'rotostants for admission to 
the church. Of those converts>bout a third 
are from the uppor and a third from iho 
professional classes, the restate artisans ami 
their wive.-." 

Terrible Threat— Mr Southgato is about 
to be^noibilated. Listen to this fearful 
threat from yesterday's Telegraph, in its item 
about the political caucus meeting : 

" A gentleman Btated that Mr Young 
would oppose Mr Southgate if no one else 
did." 

There, Mr Southgatr ! Will you rush 
blindly to your futo alter this timely warning ? 
or will yon nol follow the example of the lato 
defeated candidate for ibe Mayoralty, and 
solioit the weighty Bupport of Mr Young? 
Komemborl lie combined his strength with 
that of Bunstor, and the two polled just 
thirty-nine voles. What Young would havo 
polled had he consented to stand alone is a 
subject for conjecture— something less than a 
baker's dozen, no doubt. Thereloro, bo 
warned in limo! Secure Young's influence 
at all hazards— even il you have to " divide 
commissions" with him. 

Political— Mr DeOosraos is the only can- 
didate who has come before tho doctors for 
their snffiages. It has not yet boon decided 
whether Dr HolmcUen will stand for the City 
or for District No. 2, in either of which be is 
sure or no easy victory. Mr Southgato is put 
prominently forward as a candidato for the 
city by his friends ; but that gontleman has 
not stated whether ho will stand or not. C. 
1!. Young, it is said, is anxious to bo 
dragged out us a candidate, but his name has 
not us yet been mentioned for the position by 
any person besidus himself. It is understood 
Unit tho matter will be definitely arranged 
to-day. A compromise by the friends of 
Mossrs. Helmcken, Southgato and DoUos- 
m'os should bo arranged. 

From Portland —Tho stoamer Fideliter, 
Captain Erskino, arrived yesterday afternoon, 
having left Portland ou Sunday, iho 2d instl, 
and been detained by stress of woathor ono 
day at Astoria, threo days in Baker Bay, 
and QAe day in Noah Hay. Bho brought 22 
passengers, including eight soldiers lor Fort 
Stoilaeoom, W. I'., and a largo freight as por 
marino roport. Wo nro indobtod to Captain 
Erskino for files ol Portland papers. Pas- 
sengers represent times as unusually dull 
auiongat iho wobloot.

Tho extent of the 
public domain which lias passed into prU 
vato hands was 45,638 831 acres, of which 
only 13,128,288 acres wcro under culti- 
vation. Tho urea not granted or sold, but 
nominally belonging to tho Crown, and 
under tho control of tho Colonial Legislature 
is 214,282,817. Tho aunual value of the 
agricultural products of the United Pro- 
vinces is 3150,000,(00, and tlio assessed 
value of Iho farmB, 8550,000,000. 

Sm.uh Up and Spill Out. — Yesterday 
afternoon a horao attached to a buggy in 
whioh were sealed a man and woman run 
away on Yates Btrect above Government and 
dashed with break-neck speed to the corner, 
wOero he ran against tho awning of tho 
Ucm Saloon, involving himself, the vehicle, 
and tho occupants in a common wreck.
